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T his article can hope to do no more than sketch the general development 
of the successive periods of coinage and highlight some of the more important 
issues. Numismatics, like history, is divided into four great epochs: Ancient, 
Medieval, Modern and Contemporary. This work is only concerned with the Med- 
ieval period. It is, of course, impossible to give a precise date either for the be- 
ginning or the end of the Medieval era. There is always a time of transition between 
epochs, the duration of which depends on the vagaries of various civilizations. 


Medieval times can be subdivided 
into four parts. The first, the “Barbarian 
Epoch.” is actually a time of transition 
between antiquity and the real Medieval 
epoch. This Barbarian era started with 
the division of the Roman Empire into 
West Rome and Byzantium in 395 A.D. 
1 cannot concern myself with the Byzan- 
tine Empire which would have to be 
covered in a separate article. 

We turn now to the Western part of 
the civilized world. In Medieval times 
the Mediterranean basin still rep- 
resented the center of the world and 
Italy lay at the crossroads of the Mediter- 
ranean. Her history was a long succes- 
sion of invasions and conquests. The 
stormy and complicated history of Italy 
is faithfully reflected in the diversifica- 
tion of Italian coinage. The complexity 
of this vast and varied coinage can be 
seen in the 19 ponderous volumes of 
the Corpus Muinmorum Itcilicorum 
sponsored by the late King Victor 
Emanuel III, a project which still awaits 
completion. 

After the deposition of Romulus 
Augustus, (1) the last of the puppet 


emperors of Rome, by Odovacer, (2) the 
Ostrogoths, under their chief Theo- 
doric. invaded Italy. (3) Theodoric 
and his successors struck mostly gold 
coins imitating Byzantine types. 
Another imitative coinage akin to that 
of the Ostrogoths should be mentioned 
here, namely that of the Lombards who 
assumed effective mastery of Italy in 
568 A.D. A Solidus of Luitprand (4) is 
shown as an example of the Lombard 
coinage together with a coin of 
Grimovald III, (5) the duke of the Lom- 
bard duchy of Beneventum, who was 
compelled to recognize Charlemagne as 
his overlord. This would take us into 
the Carolingian period which will be 
treated later as an introduction to the 
second epoch, the “Time of the Carol- 
ingian denier.” 

Turning westward to Spain we find 
the Visigoths first as subject allies of 
Rome, later establishing an indepen- 
dent kingdom and issuing their own 
coinage. Their principal coinage con- 
sists of tremisses imitating the victory 
type of the Eastern Empire as on the 
Leovigild triens (6) shown here. We turn 
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now to the Roman province of Gaul, the 
southern part of which was held by the 
Visigoths. The Burgundians had estab- 
lished a kingdom in the Rhone valley 
which was of comparatively short dura- 
tion. A solidus of Gundomar II is pic- 
tured. (7) 

The Visigothic kingdom in France 
was seized by the Franks or Merovin- 
gians under Glovis in 507 and the Bur- 
gundian kingdom by the sons of Glovis 
in 534. The Earliest Merovingian coin- 
age is probably that of Theodobert I. Pic- 
tured is a triens of Dagobert (629-639) 
one of his successors with bust facing 
to the right. (8) Much of the Merovingian 
coinage shows no direct regal connec- 
tion but was issued either by ecclesiasti- 
cal authorities or more frequently by the 
moneyers such as Aleudus (9) of whom 
a triens is pictured. 

Jumping over to the British Isles we 
find the Anglo-Saxons taking over the 
Roman occupation. Their coinage con- 
sisted of gold, silver and copper. The 
gold coin is similar to that of the 
Merovingian and is called thrymsa. (10) 
This gold coinage was debased into a 
coinage of silver of similar fabric called 


sceattas (11) which were used during the 
seventh and eighth centuries concur- 
rently with some copper coins called 
stycas. (12) Toward the end of the eighth 
century the sceatta gave way to the 
silver penny (13) issued in imitations 
and roughly on the same standard as 
the silver denier, then the current coin 
throughout Western Europe in the 
Carolingian empire. 

Returning to the Gontinent we land 
in the Netherlands which, after the col- 
lapse of Roman authority in the early 
fifth century, became a part of the 
Franks situated south and west of the 
Rhine. The earliest coinage struck by 
Dutch mints consist of gold tremisses 
of the Merovingian kings of the Franks. 
A tremissis of Duurstede is pictured (14) 
as an example. 

The only coinage remaining to be 
covered is derived from the Arab World. 
This Muhammadan coinage avoids, in 
accordance with religious tenets, the 
representation of any objects at all. Both 
sides of the coins are devoted to inscrip- 
tions in scripts and in languages 
unfamiliar to the ordinary man. (14a) 
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VVe now come to the second medieval 
epoch which can be called the time of 
the “Carolingian denier." It starts in 
Western Europe with the coinage of 
Pipin the Short in 752 and lasts until 
the fall of the Carolingian dynasty 
towards the end of the 10th century. In 
the East and in Central and Southern 
Italy this second epoch does not differ 
from the first medieval epoch. It shows 
a continuing decadent development 
from the Roman monetary system. A 
powerful landed nobility had estab- 
lished itself in the Frankish kingdom. 
'Fhe later Merovingian Kings had 
become mere figureheads and real 
power lay in the hands of the mayor 
of the palace. One of these, Pipin the 
Short, took the final steps in 751 when 
he had himself crowned king of the 
Carolingian dynasty with papal bless- 
ing. 

The Merovingian coinage which had 
deteriorated in standard and execution 
was replaced under Pipin by a new coin- 
age of silver deniers. The \lerovingian 
denier had been of small, rather thick 


module whereas the new Carolingian 
denier is of thin spread fabric as seen 
in the illustration (15), showing a denier 
of Antrain struck by Pipin. The types 
make it clear that in contrast to most 
of the Merovingian coinage the issue of 
coin was once again a royal prerogative, 
for Pipin’s coinage has on the obverse 
only the initials R (ex) P (ipinus) and 
on the reverse the name of the mint. 

This coinage underwent a change 
under Charlemagne (781-814), when 
owing to the influence of the Arabic 
dirhem circulating in Spain, the fabric 
became wider and flatter as can be seen 
in the picture showing a denier of Char- 
lemagne (16) struck at Duurstede. Minor 
changes occurred under his successors; 
especially noteworthy was the 
introduction of portrait coins as you can 
see on the denier of Louis the Pious (17) 
struck at the Quentovice mint. 

A further category of Carolingian 
coins requires mention. In spite of the 
fact that the beginning of the Carol- 
ingian coinage restored the royal pre- 
rogative, it appears that concessions 
were already made under Charlemagne 
in favor of Abbeys. As an example, an 
ecclesiastical coin of the Abbey of St. 
Pierre de Corbie is pictured. (18) 

As the power of the Carolingian Kings 
decreased, that of the feudal counts 
increased and this led to the develop- 
ment of a feudal coinage in F'rance and 
Germany. The exact dating of the 
beginning of feudal coinage is hard to 
determine, but we do know that local 
i:oinages made their appearance as early 
as the reign of Charles the Simple (898- 
922). In contrast to England where the 
establishment of a single monarchy was 
accompanied by a unified coinage, the 
lack of a strong central monarchy in 
medieval F'rance caused a diffusion of 
coinage. The French Kings were at the 
beginning little more than "Primus inter 
pares" and the history of the royal coin- 
age is that of a gradual consolidation 
and increase of authority vis-a-vis the 
feudal issues which are extremely 
numerous. 

Among the earliest of such issues 
were those of Richard, Duke of Xor- 
mandy (943-996) of whom is pictured 
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a denier. (19) The types are in general 
derived and developed from those of 
Carolingian deniers. The cross, either 
plain or more ornate, was a widespread 
type as was also the monogram type of 
Carolingian pieces. The development in 
England is quite different. The Scaetta 
coinage gives way in its turn to a new 
money, the silver penny, issued in imi- 
tation of and roughly on the same stan- 
dard as the silver denier, then the cur- 
rent coin throughout most of Western 
Europe. This new coinage was 
introduced about 785 A.D. by King Offa. 
A penny of Aethelstan (929-934) is pic- 
tured. (20) The first king of England. 
Edgar (959-975), struck pennies with his 
portrait on obverse and the name of the 
mint on reverse, as is pictured. (21) 

The third Medieval epoch should be 
called the time of the “Feudal denier." 
It has its beginning in France with 
Hugues Capet in 987, in Germany with 
Henry the Fowler in 919 and in Italy 
with Otto the Great in 962. In England 
where the feudal system n e e r 
developed to the detriment of Royal 
power we fix as a date of departure for 
this third period the conquest by Cnut 
the Great in 1016. The third period starts 
in the Iberian peninsula with a Christian 
coinage, whereas the Slavic and Scan- 
dinavian countries commence with reg- 
ular national issues. In the Near East 
the Byzantine coinage although 
deteriorating in style continues and 
does exercise a certain influence on the 
coinage of Central Europe, the only 
exception being the Syrian coinage 
which has a typical occidental appear- 
ance due to the influence of the 
Crusaders. 

The third period does not distinguish 
itself by a great monetary reform. The 
denier, or penny, with the obol as its 
half fraction remain the only coins of 
the realm in France up to the time of 
Louis IX, called St. Louis, who 
introduced a heavier silver coin in 1258. 
The coinage of the Capetian kings is 
nothing but a derivation of the Carol- 
ingian deniers. A denier parisis of 
Philippe II Auguste is pictured (22) on 
which the obverse shows the king’s 
name and title in a circular inscription, 
while the reverse shows a simple cross 


with the name of the Paris mint. 
Philippe also struck under his title 
Count of Tours the denier tournois (23) 
which carries on the reverse the castle 
of Tours and the name of the city. 

We are now coming to the third 
period as far as Germany is concerned. 
German numismatics of this period is 
so vast that it has hitherto been impossi- 
ble to cover it between two covers. After 
the collapse of the Carolingian empire 
the German crown was offered to Con- 
rad I and then consequently bestowed 
on Henry the Fowler, Duke of Saxony. 
The most common coinage of Henry I 
(918-936) has his portrait on obverse 
and the cross and mint name on reverse. 
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As an illustration of this type, a denier 
of Ratisbon is shown. (24) 

Successive emperors struck denarii 
which were mainly epigraphic. The 
Saxon dynasty came to an end with the 
death of Henry V in 1124. The Hohen- 
staufens finally came to power in 1137 
with the election of Conrad of Hohen- 
staufen. The stress and hardship of the 
civil war caused by the election are 
reflected in the coinage. The weight 
standard sank to almost half of its origi- 
nal figure and the fabric underwent con- 
siderable change. The flan of the penny 
became so thin and spread that it could 
scarcely take the design of the two dies, 
and since in striking, the obverse die 
was the upper of the two and received 
the blow from the hammer, the obverse 
is often almost obliterated the design 
of the reverse die. For this reason pen- 
nies of this type are often referred to 
as half-bracteates. Illustrating this half- 
bracteate type is a hal f-bracteate of 
Friedrich II (1237-1254) struck at Eger 
in Bohemia. (25) About the middle of 
the 12th century the previous monetary 
unity based on the silver denier began 
to be replaced by two different systems. 
In the West, mainly in the Rhineland, 
Lotharingia, Bavaria, etc., a second 
series of silver pennies of comparable 
fabric continued to be struck. 

But in the East, comprising Saxony 
and certain parts of Franconia and 
Swabia, a new coinage of thin spread 


pennies developed in the middle of the 
12th century which lasted until the 
beginning of the 14th century. These 
coins are called hracteates. The term 
bracteate derived from bractea, a thin 
metal plate, has become the customary 
name applied to this class of coinage, 
although at the time of their issue, they 
were regarded as only a form of the 
denar or silver penny. The bracteate is 
on exceptionally thin fabric and of 
unusually wide flan. The relative fragil- 
ity of such a piece has led scholars to 
reject the idea that bracteates were coins 
and rather to regard them as some kind 
of amulet. The other characteristic fea- 
ture is that the bracteate has a type in 
relief on only one side, the other side 
being in intaglio. The prolific types are 
a treasure house of illustration for 
medieval Germany. Pictured is a brac- 
teate of Falkenstein, (26) a small princi- 
pality which used the falcon as a punn- 
ing device or arms parlants. 

We are switching now to Italy which 
was also divided by two coinage sys- 
tems for the period from the end of the 
10th century until the middle of the 
13th century. The first coinage, namely 
of Northern Italy, remained strictly up 
to the middle of the 12th century. After- 
ward, with the development of local free 
states, we encounter some arms par- 
lants, such as the door (the Janua) for 
Genoa as shown on the 12th century 
denier. (27) 

In the South we fine remnants of 
Byzantine monetary types combined 
with an Islamic influence. A Sicilian 
coin of the Norman ruler, Roger II (1105- 
1 1 30) is pictured. (28) 
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We are turning now to the Iberian 
peninsula. We find here also the denier 
as the main denomination struck within 
the kingdon of Castile and Leon. Pic- 
tured is a dinero of Alphonso VII (1126- 
1157) of Castile. 

Switching to England I may remind 
you that we had left the English coinage 
of the second period with Aethelred and 
enter now the third period with the 
coinage of Cnut (1016-1035). (29) Cnut 
as sole ruler of England brought little 
significant change to the coinage. His 
pennies show his portrait with a crown 
which is its earliest appearance in the 
English coinage. This type of coinage 
is succeeded by that of the \ormans 
which shows a greater variety of portrai- 
ture which developed under William 
the Conqueror. A penny of the mint of 
Bristol (30) has his bust facing. This type 
of coinage continues up to the reign of 
Edward the Confessor (1272-1307), 


which marks the transition from the 
period of the denier to the silver groat. 

The introduction of money in the 
Scandinavian countries coincides with 
the introduction of Christianity there. 
At first the coinage is nothing more than 
an imitation of the English penny which 
reflects the Danish raids on England. A 
penny from this period is pictured. (31) 

As in most of the European lands 
which had never formed part of the 
Roman Empire, coinage in Sweden and 
Norway made its appearance toward the 
end of the 10th century. Here again the 
earliest coinage was copied from Anglo- 
Saxon pennies as can be seen by the 
comparison of the penny of Olaf Skot- 
konung (995-1021). (32) * 

Crossing the Baltic Sea we have to 
examine the Polish coinage which 
started under Miczko I (964-992) with 
deniers of very crude type showing only 
a crown and a cross. The coinage 
becomes more abundant under Boleslas 
IV (1146-1 1 73). A denier where Boleslas 
is seated, holding a scepter on his knees 
is pictured. (33) The reverse shows a 
head of St. Adalbert, the patron-saint 
of Gorlitz, one of the principal mints 
at that time. 

Going southward we find also the 
denier prevalent in Bohemia and Hun- 
gary, illustrated with a denier of Boles- 
las II (997-999) for Bohemia (34) and a 
denier of Bela I struck around 1060 for 
Hungary. (35) 

The Slavic peoples to be mentioned 
next are the Russians, Bulgars and 
Serbs. Their coins are strongly influ- 
enced by Byzantine coinage. The main 
standard is a heavier silver coin called 
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“Grossiis” of which we will hear more 
in the fourth and final epoch of 
medieval numismatics. These Slavic 
coins often show a bust of standing 
figure of Christ and on the reverse St. 
Stephan and the king. Pictured are coins 
struck by Asien 1 (1186-1196) of Bul- 
garia (36) and by Stepban Uros I (1240- 
1272) of Serbia. (37) Again we skip the 
Byzantine coinage of this third period. 

The fourth and last period is the time 
of the silver groat and gold florin. Its 
principal character is the adoption of 
a fine silver coin heavier than the Carol- 
ingian denier and the striking of gold 
coins which had ceased with the first 
Carolingians. This new coinage starts at 
various dates in different countries but 
we can say that this period started 
approximately in 1275 with the acces- 
sion of Kdward 1 of England. The Byzan- 
tiiuj Empire continues to strike its coins 
until the conquest of its capital by the 
Turks in 1453. The Medieval coinage 
comes to an end with the introduction 
of larger silver coins like the taler by 
Archduke Sigismund of Austria in 
1486. (38) This date practically coincides 
with the discovery of the New World. 


The change from the small silver 
denier to a heavier silver coin had its 
beginning in France. Louis IX reor- 
ganized the coinage in 1254 after his 
return from the first crusade. In France, 
in common with the rest of western 
Europe, improved economic conditions 
made a larger silver denomination 
necessary. The first of such pieces was 
the gros tournois introduced by l^ouis 
IX in 1258. (39) Its weight equalled about 
4.2 gr. It bas on the obverse the familiar 
cross within a double legend reading 
in abbreviated form, “Benedictum Sit 
\omen Domini \ostri Dei Jesu Cbristi,” 
and on tbe reverse tbe Castle of Tours 
witbin a border of 12 fleurs-de-lis. 

l.ouis IX also introduced the first gold 
coinage which was familiar to occiden- 
tal people though the extensive series 
of gold coins of the Byzantine empire 
as well as those of the Islamic Caliphate. 
This new gold coinage was introduced 
in the form of the Ecud'or which usually 
shows an ecu or shield with lis on 
obverse and a decorative cross with lis 
in the angles on rex erse. (40) Further gold 
pieces were struck under Philip I\' le 
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Bel (1285-1314) including the Ange/(4l) 
with its type of the Lamb of God and 
the Chaise d’or which shows the king 
enthroned on a chaise. (42) 

Another important gold coin, the Ecu 
a la couronne was added during the 
reign of Charles VI (1380-1422). The 
type, as the name implies, was a 
crowned shield bearing three lis. (43) 

A larger silver coin was introduced 
by Edward I in 1279 which is called 
the groat or fourpenny piece, (44) a coin 
similar in type to the penny but with 
two concentric circles of inscriptions on 
the reverse. 


The growth of trade and the increas- 
ing prosperity of the later Middle Ages 
eventually created in England the 
economic circumstances which made a 
permanent gold coinage possible and 
necessary. But this occurred only in 
1344, almost a century after the re- 
introduction of regular gold coinage on 
the European continent. The principal 
denomination is the gold noble portray- 
ing on its obverse the king in a ship: 
the reverse shows an ornate cross. (45). 

The noble was replaced in 1464 by the 
angel, (46) so called from its obverse por- 
traying St. Michael slaying the dragon. 
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Turning now to Germany, we find in 
the later j 13th century that the use of 
larger sums of money, caused by the 
general improvement in the economy 
of Western Europe, necessitated the 
introduction of larger silver denomina- 
tions as well as a gold coinage which 
countries to the west and south had 
already begun to issue in the latter half 
of the 13th century. The first major 
silver piece from abroad to exert an 
influence on German coinage was the 
French gros tournois. These coins 
known in Germany as groschen had 
become a familiar currency. A gros of 
Cologne is pictured. (47) The imposition 
of a monetary unity in this period of 
development was beyond the waning 
power of the German emperor; instead, 
a series of monetary agreements was 
reached by minting authorities who 
were striking coins with different names 
but on an identical standard. 

The first gold coin which gained 
ready acceptance in Germany, where it 
was widely and faithfully copied until 
the last decades of the 14th century, was 
the Florentine florin with St. John the 



Baptist on obverse and the lily on 
reverse. (49) This florin was called gul- 
den in Germany. A gulden of Cologne 
struck by archbishop Friedrich II of 
Soarwerden (1370-1414). (48) The sec- 
ond great influence on German gold 
coinage was that of the Venetian ducat 
with its types of St. Mark and kneeling 
doge on obverse and figure of Christ in 
Mandorla on the reverse. (50) The 
popular term ducat applied to this coin 
is derived from the last word of the 
reverse inscription. Sit tibi Christe 
datus, quern tu regis, iste ducatus. Pic- 
tured are a zecchino of doge Giovanni 
Dandolo (1279-1289) and a ducat (50) of 
Hamburg dated 1497. 

Since the ducat was successful in 
maintaining its standard as against the 
fall in weight and fineness which 
affected the gulden, the ducat finally 
triumphed as the principal German gold 
coin. In the course of the 15th century 
the supply of gold bullion became 
inadequate and this, coupled with the 
greater exploitation of the silver of the 
Tyrol, the Erzgebirge in Bohemia and 
the Black Forest in Baden provided the 
conditions for the introduction of the 
large taler denomination, an example of 
which we have seen in the 1486 taler 
of Archduke Sigismund of the Tyrol. 
The remainder of Europe struck its coin- 
age mainly on the same standard as out- 
lined in this fourth chapter. 

Two books very helpful in the studies 
of Medieval numismatics are Arthur 
Engel and Raymond Serrure’s “Traite 
de Numismatique du Moyen Age,” (in 
3 vols.) and R. A. G. Carson’s introduc- 
tion to ‘‘Coins, Ancient, Medieval and 
Modern,” which was published in 1962 
in London. 
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Fake Coins and Mousetraps 


• Most of us use the term “supply and 
demand’’ frequently but do vve really 
analyze it? VVhich almost invariably 
comes first? Is demand created and gov- 
erned by supply, or vice versa? 

Remember when there was a need for 
transportation for people from place to 
place overland? The railroads were built 
as the supply to fill the demand (plus 
transporting goods and livestock). Then 
came the automobile and the airplane 
to meet the demand of people and, to 
a lesser extent, goods. .\ow we are trying 
to get people back on the railroads but 
without noticeable success - the supply 
is there but not the demand. 

The supply of drugs has been with 
us for a long time, but only since a strong 
demand was created for them as a means 
of escape (temporarily) from personal 
problems and frustrations did they 
become a real menace. Educate people 
to the dangers and consequences of 
using drugs - dry up the demand - and 
the illegal trafficking in drugs will stop. 

Prohibition did not stop people from 
wanting alcoholic drinks, and the giant 
bootleg industry arose to supply the 
demand. Legal action could not stop the 
supply; only making the supply legal 
put an end to the lucrative bootlegging. 

Many more examples could be cited 
to show that supply is created, almost 
invariably, to fill a demand. It is this 
writer’s belief that such is the situation 
regarding the plague of counterfeit, 
altered, whizzed and other specious 
coins on the numismatic market today. 

Somewhere along the line from maker 
to collector such coins are usually sold 
below the market value of the authentic 
coins. Someone is getting a bargain and 
buys the coin, often without careful 


scrutiny and investigation, with the 
view to making a copious profit sooner 
or later. If all of us - dealers and collec- 
tors - would extinguish the glint of profit 
from our eyes and exercise more pati- 
ence in filling the vacancies in our col- 
lections, then would we abolish the 
demand and, hence, the supply of 
phony coins. 

Now, please don’t say that Smedley 
has no sympathy for the innocent and 
inexperienced collector who buys a 
coin and later finds that it’s a phony. 
In the first place, most phony coins are 
in the higher priced brackets - it just 
doesn’t pay well to make good counter- 
feits of low-priced coins - so not many 
of them end up with small timers. 
Furthermore, as part of the process of 
drying up the supply, it is the obligation 
of those who deplore the situation to 
help educate the less knowledgeable 
collectors to protect themselves. 

Will you take time to read one more 
illustration of what I’m trying to get 
across? Many years ago I saw a misrep- 
resented item in a coin shop and, think- 
ing possibly the proprietor didn’t know 
what it really was, I told him the facts. 
His comment was: “I wish you hadn’t 
told me, then 1 could have sold it with 
a clear conscience.” I often wondered 
whether he did sell it over the objection 
of his conscience. 

Supply and demand are both impor- 
tant and they interact, often unpredict- 
ably. to bring about many of our 
economic and social situations. Mil- 
lions of advertising dollars are spent in 
the attempt to create demands for things 
that can be supplied, but even the 
“better mousetrap” would not be a suc- 
cess if there were no mice to be caught.

Q Counterj-eit (?) oj- Kouble^iece "^citeb 1900

D isking the years ISQ? to 191 1 the St. Petersburg mint struck gold pieces on 
a standard which had been reduced from that which had been used by previous 
Czars. The new standard was such that the 7 V 2 rouble pieces had the same weight 
as that of the French 20 franc pieces. Large quantities of 15, 10, 7 V 2 and 5 rouble 
pieces were struck on the new standard (maximum: 52,378,018 pieces in the denomi- 


nation of five roubles in 1898). 

The quantity of the new pieces was 
so great that it made the Russian gold 
coinage one of the most important of 
all modern European series. Russian 
gold coins from the years 1897-1904 are 
now so common outside of Russia that 


they sell, in most cases, for modest pre- 
miums over their bullion value, quite 
in contrast to the high prices which they 
currently command on the black market 
within Russia itself. 
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Several years ago I acquired a 10 rou- 
ble piece which was of rather unusual 
appearance because of its light strike. 
Subsequently I discovered that this coin 
could not possibly be an original strik- 
ing. The Russian gold coins of this 
period have edge inscriptions which 
include the initials of the mintmasters. 
In this case, the initials were those of 
Alexander Redko, who did not become 
mintmaster until 1901. although this 
piece is dated 1900. Its weight, 8.55g, 
is very close to the legal standard of 
8.60g. but its specific gravity is only 
14.7, which would indicate a fineness 
of roughly 700 1 ,000 if it is composed 
only of copper and gold, or roughly 
600' 1 .000 if it is composed only of gold 
and silver. (The legal fineness is 
900 1, 000.) 

Although this piece obviously is not 
an original striking, its die characteris- 
tics are such that it is a very intriguing 
piece indeed. Comparison with original 
strikes shows details identical with 
them, including the edge inscription. 
The lettering is quite sharp, both on the 
surfaces and the edge. The strike is so 
soft, however, that the left eagle neck 
shows only traces of feathers. A raised 
die defect is present with the shape of 
a lightning bolt pointed at the space 
below the third left feather of the eagle. 

Although I have no specific informa- 
tion on the origin of this piece, 1 cannot 
refrain from making conjectures on it. 
First, we can eliminate safely the possi- 
bility that this piece was struck primar- 
ily for the numismatic trade, since there 
was an enormous mintage of 10 rouble 
pieces in the year 1900 (6,021,013), sec- 
ond only to the even much larger min- 
tage of 1899 (27,600,013). Since this 
piece shows some signs of having circu- 
lated, it could very well have played 
a monetary role for several years. The 
dies, as aforementioned, are so similar 
to those from which the originals were 
struck that it must be assumed that this 
piece was indeed struck from original 
dies and — an even more significant 
fact — its edge inscription is so pre- 
cisely like the original that it must also 
be assumed that the original edge- 


lettering machinery was used. 

Now, under what circumstances 
could this piece have originated? In the 
absence of any specific knowledge as 
to the fate of the Imperial dies, the most 
plausible explanation would seem to 
me to be that this piece was struck with 
its rather low fineness during the 
desperate years of struggle between the 
Communists and the White Russians. 
1917-1920. Its purpose could well have 
been the purchase of provisions for the 
White Armies from suppliers distrustful 
of the paper money issued by them or 
the payment of their troops. Is there also 
the possiblity that this piece could be 
one of those reported probably to have 
been minted in the Far Eastern Republic 
in 1921? (See the article by R.W. julian, 
“Coinage of the Far Eastern Republic,” 
in the November, 1970, Numismatist, 
pages 1596-7.) If one of these conjec- 
tures is correct, then this piece is an 
interesting monetary memento from the 
desperate struggle which was destined 
to have such a decisive influence on the 
later history of the world. 

I have also examined a 15 rouble piece 
of similar specific gravity (14.5) and also 
struck from dies which could have been 
original ones executed by the Imperial 
Government. The obverse die (the vari- 
ety with the OCC under the neck trunca- 
tion, Severin no. 562) had a p(*culiar 
raised defect something like the shape 
of a bullet through the lower portion 
of the Czar’s neck. Its weight, 12.88g, 
was so close to the legal weight (12.90g) 
that it could be well assumed that it 
was struck by experienced mint per- 
sonnel. Its thin edge lettering and low 
specific gravity, however, left no doubt 
that it could not be an original strike. 

Perhaps future studies of the die var- 
ieties and finenesses of these intriguing 
pieces will help to shed some light on 
their origins. In the meantime, it is 
perhaps a valid working hypothesis that 
these coins are not counterfeits in the 
usual sense of the word, but debased 
imitations struck by one of the many 
governments extant in Russia during the 
years 1917-1922.

Austria 

The University of Agriculture in 
Vienna was inaugurated on October 15, 
1872. It was the creation of a new type 
of university devoted to both science 
and technology which w'as, and has 
remained, unique at least within the 
lands of the German tongue.

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SANTA CLAUS BILLS 


Yes, there really was a Saint Nicholas Bank - not at the North Pole, but in 
New York City. The bank was founded in the early 1850’s, and bills were issued 
in eight denominations, including the $2 and $3 that you see here. 

The $2 bill has a picture of Santa Claus in his sleigh, with his eight reindeer 
ready to fly away into the night. Santa is looking back with a frown on his face 
and no wonder - look at the size of that chimney. The $3 bill shows one of the 
elves who has filled the stockings so quietly that the family pet is still asleep 
by the fireplace. Most of the other denominations show Santa in his sleigh or 
by a bed with sleeping children. 

The issue of bills was not large, so all the denominations are scarce today. 
A report of 1862, some 10 years after the bank opened, shows only $152 908 in 
bills in circulation. The $2 and $3 shown here were purchased for the museum 
collection by Harry Bass of Dallas, Texas.

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NEWS ABOUT AN IMPORTANT TRIAL 


You have read a lot recently about 
whizzing, the practice of polishing cir- 
culated coins with high-speed equip- 
ment so that they may be passed as 
uncirculated pieces. Most ot the major 
numismatic organizations and publica- 
tions are cracking down on this now, 
and the people who deal in whizzed 
coins are suddenly finding that they are 
losing their memberships and adverti- 
sing rights. 

Now we have more good news — at 
a recent trial in Federal Court in Min- 
neapolis, Minnesota, a young man who 
sold thousands of whizzed coins 
through the mail from 1969 through 
1971 was convicted of mail fraud. He 
had advertised in several publications 
under names like Sunnyside Coins, Jack 
Armstrong, and others, and when he 
lost his advertising rights through com- 
plaints he would simply change his 
company name and run new ads. 

ANA Museum Director Richard Long 
appeared as expert witness for the gov- 
ernment, and he testified that although 
there is sometimes a difference of opin- 
ion on the ranges of low grades, there 
is absolutely no question about circu- 
lated versus uncirculated. A coin that 
is even slightly circulated shows certain 
unmistakable characteristics that are 
easy for anyone to see if he or she knows 
what to look for. Long showed the jury 
slides of some of the whizzed pieces 
that had been sold by the defendant, 
pointing out the circulation marks and 
the typical “cart-wheel” effect of 
whizzed coins. 


The defense attempted to argue that 
all grading is a matter of personal opin- 
ion and that there is nothing wrong with 
cleaning coins to enhance their 
appearance, but the effort was unsuc- 
cessful. The jury voted unanimously for 
conviction on all 12 of the government’s 
counts of use of the United States mails 
to defraud. There is an important point 
for dealers in whizzed coins to 
remember — refunds do not count. The 
fact that the dealer accepts returned 
coins and refunds the money of com- 
plaining customers is immaterial, 
because all that is needed is proof that 
he devised a scheme to defraud and that 
he attempted to carry this out through 
the United States mails. 

We owe our thanks to Postal Inspector 
Don Diver and Assistant United States 
Attorney Neil Shapiro of Minneapolis 
who worked for months to build evi- 
dence and bring this man to trial. Postal 
inspectors in other parts of the country 
are quietly gathering evidence now, and 
soon you’ll hear of other trial s of dealers 
in whizzed coins. 

You can help by reporting instances 
of overgrading to us at our address in 
Colorado Springs and to the United 
States Postal Inspector in the city from 
which the coins were mailed. 

You can see that we’re working hand 
in hand with federal government offi- 
cials, and soon we’ll have most of this 
whizzing business cleaned up — 
Another reason to belong to and support 
the ANA, the organization that gets the 
job done.

The postponement of order 
acceptance, announced Septembr 25, 
1972, was not as long as previously 
anticipated due to the concentrated 
efforts by the Mint’s San Francisco pro- 
duction and numismatic staff.

Pay- 
ment either by check or money order, 
made payable to the Bureau of the Mint, 
must accompany each order. 


George Hatie TAMS Medal Available 



The official Token and Medal Society medal commemorating the term of George D. Hatie os president 
(1970-1972), the seventh issue in the series, is now available. A bold, high relief profile portrait 
of Hatie occupies the obverse, with the official TAMS emblem reproduced on the reverse. Modelled 
by Don Dow, the medal was executed by the Medallic Art Company. It is available in an old style, 
rich chocolate bronze finish and in a lightly oxidized .999 fine silver version. Prices are $6 for the 
bronze, $22.50 for silver, or $27.50 for a pair. The six earlier issues in this series remain available 
in the bronze version. The six previous presidents and their terms are Dr. George Fuld (1960-62), 
James J. Curto (1962-63), Paul Hamm (1963-64), Virginia Culver (1964-66), William B. Spilman (1966-68) 
and Ralph A. Curly Mitchell (1968-70). Silver medals are available in some instances,- inquiries 
invited.

“Of course, those juniors selected for scholarships will be expected to provide 
money for incidental expenses,” Hallenbeck commented. 

He said that scholarships will be awarded depending upon need and activity 
in the numismatic fraternity.

Confederate General on Medal 




A medal honoring Thomas Jonathon "Stonewall" Jackson has been issued by the Hall of Fame 
for great Americans, the national patriotic and educational shrine located on the campus of New 
York University. The medal, designed by sculptor Granville W. Carter, is the 82nd issued to date 
in a continuing series honoring the immortals in the Hall of Fame. The obverse bears a portrait 
of Jackson and the reverse shows the general in action at Cedar Mountain. Laurel leaves form a 
wreath around the borders of both sides of the medal. The 45 mm. in diameter medal was struck 
by the Medallic Art Company in bronze ($4) and silver ($17.50). By adding 75 cents for shipping, 
the medals may be ordered from The Coin & Currency Institute, Inc., 393 Seventh Avenue, New York, 
NY.

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ISRAEL 

Anniversary Program 

During its 25th anniversary year, the 
State of Israel will issue three different 
commemorative silver coins, a set of 
three gold coins, a novel set of mint- 
marked trade coins and a State medal 
— according to data just released by the 
Israel Government Coins and Medals 
Corp. of Jerusalem. 

The first issue within the 25th 
anniversary program will be the 1973- 
5733 Hanukkah Coin. This issue rein- 
troduces the Hanukkah(Feast of Lights) 
series, which was discontinued in 1963 
after six yearly issues. In keeping with 
tradition established in the earlier 
issues, the motif chosen for the forth- 
coming coin is a contemporary Russian 
Hanukkah lamp. The face value of the 
new Hanukkah Coin will be IL 5; its 
diameter 34mm (the same as previous 
IL 5 commemorative coins); and its 
metal silver 750. Mintage figures will 
be BU - 75,000: Proof - 22,500. The 
coin is expected to be released in 
December. 

At approximately the same time the 
Bank of Israel will issue the fourth coin 
in the yearly series of Pidyon Haben 
(Redemption of the Firstborn) issues, 
which started in 1970. The 1973 issue 
will have the same specifications as the 
previous ones, viz. face value: IL 10; 
diameter: 37 mm; metal: silver 900. 
However, this year the coin is being 
redesigned on both the obverse and 
reverse, thus discontinuing the similar 
designs that characterized the first three 
issues. The quantity to be struck of the 
BU version of the Pidyon Haben silver 
coin will, as in previous years, be deter- 
mined at the end of the year, when its 
sale will be discontinued with the 
release of the next coin in the annual 
series. The mintage figure of the proof 
version is 15,000. 

The following numismatic issue will 


be the 25th anniversary State medal 
expected to be released in early 1973. 
This medal will depict on the obverse 
Israel’s 25th anniversary official 
emblem, while the reverse will carry a 
mosaic found in a 6th Century 
synagogue at Beit Alpha, portraying the 
zodiac. The 25th anniversary medal will 
be issued, for the time being, in only 
two versions, a 59mm diameter bronze 
medal and a 45mm diameter silver 
medal. 

In March, 1973, the annual mint- 
marked set of trade coins will be issued. 
This time, however, the sets will be dis- 
tinguished from the regular coinage in 
circulation, not only by the Star of David 
tures: (a) all six denominations will be 
minted in cupro-nickel, and thus will 
be of uniform silver-like color and tex- 
ture, and (b) all six coins will carry the 
Hebrew inscription: “Kaf-Hey Limdinat 
Israel” (“the State of Isreal’s 25 years”). 
The final mintage figure of the mint- 
marked sets has not yet been deter- 
mined. 

The highlight of the numismatic prog- 
ram of Israel’s 25th anniversary year 
will, without question, be the Indepen- 
dence Day issue to be released in May, 
1973. The theme of this coin is Israel’s 
Proclamation of Independence, in a 
schematically miniaturized replica of 
the very document that was signed by 
the ‘founding fathers’ of the State on 
May 14th, 1948. 

In keeping with successful precedent, 
this silver commemorative coin with a 
face value of IL 10, will be minted in 
both BU and Proof varieties, in quan- 
tities to be determined at a later stage. 
In addition, three gold coins, all in proof 
condition, will be issued concurrently 
with the same theme. Face values will 
be IL 50, ILlOO and IL 200, this being 
the first time in Israel’s numismatic his- 
tory that a gold coin bears a face value 
of IL 200. The three gold coins will be 
marketed as a set in an olive-wood box, 
with additional quantities of the IL 50 
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and IL 100 denominations to be sold 
individually. According to Rafael 
Aldor, Director for North America of the 
Israel Government Coins and Medal 
Corp., these gold coins will, of course, 
not be available to American citizens, 
due to United States Government reg- 
ulations prohibiting their import to this 
country. 

Ordering procedures for other issues, 
says Mr. Aldor, will be duly announced 
in the press.

Happy Birthday Budapest 


On Sept. 20, 1972, the National Bank 
of Hungary began issuing silver coins 


commemorating the 100th anniversary 
of the existence of Budapest. 

The obverse of the 100 forint coin has 
MAGYAR NEPKOZTARSAS AG around 
with small pyramidal point at each end; 
sov^ereignty emblem of the Hungarian 
People’s Republic top center: 
lOO/FORINT/BP. (mark of State Mint) 
/1972/AT (Asszonyi Tamas, sculptor). 

Reverse: In the middle of plain field, 
linked-up architectural cornice pat- 
terns, running from edge to edge and 
symbolizing the unification of Buda and 
Pest, the unglazed patterns bearing the 
inscription BUDA and the glossy ones 
the inscription PEST; below, the year 
of the unification of Pest and Buda 
appears in Roman figures, 
MDCCCLXXII. 

The edge bears the inscription PEST- 
BUDA EGYESITESENEK EMLEKERE 
which translates, “in commemoration 
of the unification of Pest and Buda.’' 
The beginning and end of the inscrip- 
tion are separated by a starred pattern, 
weight of the coin is 22 grams; it is 37 
mm in diameter and 25,000 have been 
struck.

Century Old Notes 

There was a peculiar style much in vogue at one time by the Greeks, and occasion- 
ally made use of by the Romans long afterward, that is deserving of notice. Indeed, 
it must have dated from a very early period, inasmuch as it is found on coins 
of Sybaris, a city that was destroyed 510 B.C. This is what numismatists have 
called the incused style. Upon the punch was cut an exact representation of the 
design of the die, but in relief, so as when applied it would just fit into the latter. 
Necessarily, when the coin was stamped, one side would represent the design 
as usual, and the reverse side, the same design sunken or incused. Milligen has 
suggested that possibly it had its origin in an attempt to prevent forgery. If so, 
it was not successful, forgeries now being in existence which are evidently as 
old as the originals. - MASONS' COIN COLLECTORS' MAGAZINE, 1872.

Combines History and Money 

COINS & CURRENCY OF PANAMA by Copt. Julius 
Grigore Jr, USNR, 1972. 202 pp. Ulus. Hard cover. 
Krause Publications; lolo; Wis. 54945. $6.50. 

From its colorful, eye-catching front 
cover to the equally bright back cover, 
this book is a pleasure to read and a 
source of valuable information for 
numismatists and students. It is pro- 
fusely illustrated and written in an 
unhurried and conversational style. 

A life-time coin collector, author 
Grigore has specialized in Panamanian 
coins and history, and has published 
several articles on the subject pre- 
viously. He states that “This monograph 
is based on a seven-year study” of the 
subject, and that “Data presented was 
authenticated by Panamanian officials, 
and by study of correspondence, 
decrees, documents and laws which 
they graciously provided.” 

One has the feeling that he knows 
whereof he writes. He has refrained 
(wisely, I believe) from publishing a 
priced catalog of the subject material, 
although he does give some general 
information on rarity and prices of a 
relatively few of the scarcest coins. A 
captivating aspect of the book is its 
many illustrations relative to Panama, 
its history, the Canal and numismatic 
items. One will find himself engrossed 
in the several maps, also. 

My greatest personal interest was in 
Appendix A, “The Medals Issued by the 
Panama Canal, 1914-1970.” This mater- 
ial was published “in a less extensive 
version” in Coin World in August 1970 
but is more readily available for refer- 
ence in the book where it covers nearly 
25 pages. 

Except for individual pricing, just 
about any information one could ask for 


on Panamanian coins and paper money 
is presented. This includes develop- 
ment of the monetary system, designs, 
manufacture, quantities issued and cur- 
rent availability. At the back of the book 
is a fold-out (no relation to Playboy’s 
centerfold) chart that gives, in very con- 
densed form, just about all the statistical 
data a collector wants on the subject 
coins. 

This book is a delightful addition to 
numismatic literature. Nothing is p 3 r- 
fect so, being a purist in publishing mat- 
ters, I note that some of the illustrations 
suffer in quality from being reprinted 
from previously screened prints. 
Sometimes it is most difficult to obtain 
original items or photos for reproduc- 
tion but the shortcoming here is com- 
pounded by failure to give proper cre- 
dits in some instances. 

Collectors and students who want to 
add the book to their libraries (and there 
should be many such) will find it in 
many coin shops and book stores, or 
may order it from Krause Publications, 
lola, Wis. 54945. — Glenn S. 

Story of New Zealand Money 

FROM BEADS TO BANKNOTES by R.P. Hargreaves. 
1972. 197 pages. Illustrated. Hard cover. John 
Mclndoe Ltd., Box 521, Dunedin, New Zealand. 
$6.48. 

This story of coins, tokens, promis- 
sory notes, bank notes, and other means 
of exchange that have been used in New 
Zealand is neither a financial history 
nor a catalogue. It is entertaining and 
instructive, covering a wide range of 
activities relating to money--from 
descriptions of the currency of various 
periods to problems of counterfeiting 
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and forgery. Also told, for the first time, 
is the story behind the Southland Treas- 
ury notes. 

Dr. R.P. Hargreaves is a foundation 
member of the Otago Branch of the 
Royal Numismatic Society of New 
Zealand , and has held office both as Sec- 
retary and Chairman. The N.Z. Numis- 
matic Journal has published two arti- 
cles by him on early Otago paper money. 
He is currently associate professor of 
geography at the University of Otago.

The work features a new comprehen- 
sive index and foreward as well as a 
completely updated price guide, which 
brings interdisciplinary price accuracy 
to virtually every item listed, with 
prices varying from a minimum of 50 
cents upwards to $500.

Both obverse and reverse are shown, 
making it simple to match a coin to the 
photos and thereby have it graded. The 
absence of lengthy and confusing 
descriptions make the reference easy for 
the beginner to use and understand.

The Blue Book, as Yoeman’s Hand- 
book of United States Coins is more 
popularly known, lists the current 
dealer buying prices for all United 
States coins. It has undergone many 
changes in its 30-year lifetime, but it 
still is considered the authority on the 
subject of dealer buying prices. 

Panelists active in buying and selling 
coins are contacted annually for current 
wholesale prices and these are averaged 
to show approximately what dealers 
throughout the country are paying for 
each coin. Every official United States 
coin is covered in the Handbook. Both 
regular and commemorative coins in all 
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metals are listed. Brief mention of Colo- 
nial coins, Hard Times and Civil War 
Tokens are given, and United States 
fractional currency is listed and priced. 
A bibliography and index are included. 

This year’s Blue Book reflects rising 
values for many early date coins, espe- 
cially the Shield nickel, half dime, and 
half dollar. Most silver dollars have 
increased in price, and gold and com- 
memorative coins are in demand and 
up in value. Later nickels have 
remained steady and small cents show 
slight increases. Generally, the market 
is active and prices show an upward 
trend. Two condition grade columns 
have been added to the Trade Dollar sec- 
tion to give better coverage to this 
popular coin.

SOCIETY MEDALS FROM 1930-35 DUE FOR SILVER STRIKING IN 1973 


In a move that marks the first change 
in its policy in 42 years, The Society of 
Medalists has announced a program to 
strike its first 10 fine art medals, ori- 
ginally struck in bronze in 1930-1935, 
in pure silver (.999 fine) beginning in 
January, 1973. 

Mary Louise Cram, executive secre- 
tary of the nonprofit collectors’ organi- 
zation, reported last week “following an 
extensive survey of our worldwide 
membership, we have decided to make 
available in pure silver issues No. 1 - 10, 
the work of 10 of America’s most noted 
sculptors, eight of whom are now de- 
ceased. 

“So the original skill and intent of 
these artists is preserved,’’ Mrs. Cram 
continued, “we plan to restrike the high 
relief medals in the same two and seven- 
eighths diameter utilizing the original 
dies. This assures the collector no loss 
of detail or quality and enables the So- 
ciety to offer the silver issues at prices 
that represent exceptional value. In 
addition, our plan calls for this event 
to be a strictly limited edition of only 
700 specimens of each medal.’’ 

The early years of the 1930’s — the 
period of the Great Depression that 
followed the recovery from World War 
I - has often been described as the age 


that witnessed the most beautiful and 
productive outpouring of American art 
and sculpture. Ten great American art- 
ists of that time created the first 10 So- 
ciety art medals. The Society’s collec- 
tion offers the connoisseur of fine art 
medals a source for the medallic work 
of each of these renowned artists. 

The sculptors who created the medals 
soon to be restruck in silver include 
Laura Cardin Fraser, Paul Manship, 
Hermon McNeil, Frederick Mac Mon- 
nies, Lee Lawrie, John Flanagan, Carl 
Paul Jennewein, Gaetano Cecere, Her- 
bert Adams, and Albert Laessle. 

The Society has also announced that 
effective in 1973, members may elect to 
be silver members or bronze members 
or both. Annual dues, which include 
payment for the two new art medals 
issued each year are $16 for a bronze 
membership; $90 for silver member- 
ship. Past issues from the Society’s ex- 
tensive collection of 86 medals cost 
$8.50 in bronze; $47.50 in pure silver. 
Only dues paying members of the Socie- 
ty may purchase past issues.

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Million Dollar Coin Coming? 

“It would not surprise us to see a 
single United States rare coin trade for 
ONE MILLION DOLLARS before 1980,” 
said a spokesman for World-Wide Coin 
Investments, Limited, of Atlanta, Ga., 
in a recent news release. 

World-Wide recently purchased a 
1913 Liberty Head nickel for $100,000 
from Abe Kosoff of Palm Springs, Calif. 
In the same transaction, the 1804 silver 
dollar was purchased for $80,000. 

It is the intention of World-Wide Coin 
Investments, Limited, to display the 
recent purchases at coin shows through- 
out the nation. 

The last time a 1913 Liberty Head nic- 
kel was sold was at the annual American 
Numismatic Association Convention in 
Miami Beach in 1967. The price for that 
coin was $46,000. The 1804 silver dollar 
last sold at a public auction in 1970 and 
brought $77,500 at that time. 

“This transaction is a record maker,’’ 
the World-Wide spokesman said. “But 
records are made to be broken and we 
fully expect a half dozen numismatic 
rarities to join the $100,000 circle 
within the next 12 months.’’ 

Patriots Honored 

The Patriots Hall of Fame, a tribute 
to the great patriots in American his- 
tory, opened to the public following 
dedication ceremonies recently in Val- 
ley Forge, Pa. 

Freedoms Foundation spokesmen 
said the Hall of Fame will become a 
central part of Foundation’s educational 
program, and is expected to be of special 
interest to school groups as well as the 
general public. 

The museum contains displays relat- 
ing to 20 Americans from each of the 
key eras in American history. Each of 
these historical periods — The American 
Revolution, 1770-1789; The Building of 


Our Nation, 1789-1850; Division and 
Reunion, 1850-1901; Era of Progress, 
1901-1940; and Age of Change, 1940- 
1976 — occupies a separate display area. 
The exhibits contain sterling silver 
medals struck by the Franklin Mint 
commemorating the Americans hon- 
ored. The Franklin Mint also under- 
wrote the costs of the exhibits. 

At the opening ceremony, Franklin 
Mint president Charles L. Andes offi- 
cially turned the exhibits over to Gen. 
(Ret.) Harold K. Johnson, formerly U.S 
Army Chief of Staff, now president of 
Freedoms Foundation. Guests included 
representative Franklin Mint collectors, 
some from as far away as California, 
who came at their own expense. 

Theceremony took place in the Martha 
Washington building, administrative 
headquarters of Freedoms Foundation. 
Other speakers were Joseph M. Segel, 
chairman of Franklin Mint Corporation, 
and Lt. Gen. (Ret.) Herman Nickerson, 
Jr., former fiscal director of the Marine 
Corps. 

The Russian Counterfeits 
Are Coming!! 

Several Russian counterfeit coins 
have been reported recently and collec- 
tors are adivsed to use extreme caution 
when adding to their collections. 

Castings of good quality of the three, 
six and 12 rouble pieces of 1830, 1831, 
and 1832 appear in platinum, silver and 
lead-cored silver shells. The platinum 
pieces lack sharpness. Early conjectures 
place the origin of these pieces in Mex- 
ico and/or Asia. While they are good 
castings, they still are easily detected 
as counterfeits. 

A die struck 12 rouble piece of 1831 
is considerably more dangerous. It is 
described as being almost too perfect. 
The shields may appear too sharp. A 
wire edge may be present and it lacks 
the usual cuts or bag marks. 
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The 15 rouble of the imperial stan- 
dard type with the eagle in circle on 
reverse appears to have been counter- 
feited in Italy. The pieces are die struck 
and full weight. Careful examination 
with appropriate equipment such as a 
scanning electron microscope is 
advised. 

No photographs have been received. 
However, the danger of uninformed col- 
lectors being victimized prompted this 
preliminary report. Additional details 
may follow. 

Alert Dealers Break Ring 

Barry Stuppler and Joel D. Rettew of 
Downey Coin Center, both life members 
of ANA, with the assistance of the Dow- 
ney and Los Angeles Police Depart- 
ments, successfully apprehended three 
California men who had been operating 
a bogus cashier’s check ring in Southern 
California. 

Charles Bivona of Woodland Hills, 
Richard Issoglio of East Los Angeles, 
and Marshall Hoffland of Playa Del Rey, 
reportedly had successfully “taken” 
two other Southern California coin 
shops for more than $20,000. 


Stuppler and Rettew knowingly 
played the parts of wdlling sellers of 
$22,000 worth of gold coins to a man 
representing himself as Arnold Stein- 
berg, tax consultant of Century City, 
California. It was arranged for the Dow- 
ney and Los Angeles Police Depart- 
ments to stakeout the store.

Medal Features Alaskan Tribe
